We are giving tho Honor Roll for 
Xhe first month of school and while 
the attention of the parents Is called 
to the Honor Roll, we deem It advia- 
able to endeavor to call your atten- 
tion to a few other matters ot Inter- 
est to school. 

With reference to the High School, 
we desire first to say something con- 
cerning HOMK STI DV. it is the opin- 
ion of practically all of the High 
S(.:hool educators, that students of 
High School age and rank should 
study from two to tour honra every 
night. We have made an honest en- 
deavor to get students to study at 
least two hours at home and If ihey 
are not studying thai mudi. I ho|ie 
the parent will insist Hint at l.'asi 
this minimum amount Af time b« siicnt 
In borne study. It doeant matter how 
much the student may eay that he is 
getting passing grades there should 
>)<.> home study even then for the two- 
fold reason:' 

First: N'o doubt they could get the 
work more thoroughly and pasa with 
higher grades It they did the home 
studying. 

Second: Even though they have 
been unusually quick In getting the 
lessons, sufflolent time should be put 
on the work to clinch It, as It weriS, In 

the mind. 

One (.f the most dlfllculf classes of 
stud< nfs Id deal with in High Scboid Is 
that (diisK whlcii learns so readily 
from the iirinled page that they do not 
pill IH enough conscientious effori to 
got the Instruction thoroughly estab- 
lished. 

As has been our ueual cuatom, the 
report carda will he given out on Mon- 
day following the clo.qe of the sctiool 
month. You should ask for these cards, 
inspect thcni. and sii;n tlicm Cnder no 
consideration shmiid parents nIloV 
children to sign their report card or 
return them to the teacher without the 
parent's Inspection. 

We are specially anxious that ]iar- 
ents assist us In seeing tha^l all social 
functions are held at the week-end If 
parents all over the city will assist In 
sinblisliiiu: this custom, they will 
assist us very materially In being able 
to give proper Instruction to their chil- 
dren. Frequently, children do not ap- 
preciate and sometime parents fall to 
recognlte'the tact that the business ot 
he child from six to eighteen is to ed- 
icate himself and lo do Ihi.s It means 
to put in live days a week of work. 

The schools luive started oft nicely.

"FMrst, the effect of the great Civil 
■W'ar sfitled two questions of uiomcn- 
touH imijorlauce to our beloved land. 
From the formation of our govern- 
ment there were two Interpretations uf 
the Constitution regarflinc the relation 
of the states to the Federal Union. One 
school taught that since the union 
was formed by the voluntary action of 
the individual states that when the 
citlzena of any of the slated saw (It to 
Withdraw from Iht I nliui Iboy had a 
perfect right to do so. 'i'lie other 
school held that no such right wau re- 
seryed-to the states. The existence of 
these two views liept |lhe people In a 
state Of anxiety and unrest up to the 
ClTil 'War. Thfse questions were dis- 
cussed in the balls of Congress, in the 
state k'uislatures, in the colleges ami 
univcrsllli'S, in llie cnunti'y school 
houses, In the si'( ular iire>s, and 
around the Uresldes of the Nation. The 
diieusslon kept alive an apprehension 
of the dissolution of the Union. The 
hearts "of patriots vibrated between 
hope and fear. The great Massachu- 
setts statesman, in one of his 'ponder- 



settled forever. 

To have aided in the permanent set- 
tU'iiienl of two i^sues of s\u'li niomen- 
tims importance would seem liUc hon- 
or enough for those wlio ijarlidiiated, 
but there was a^Question of far greater 
moment to mankind than either or 
i)oth of these that your sacrifices an- 
swered, ani the ditposal of -this qaes- 
tlon Is your true glory. That question 
was 'Is man capable of self govern- 
ment?' This had been a mooted <|ues- 
lion since the Infancy of the rare. Men 
had \icwed with deep ci)ncern the tyr- 
anny and injustice of human govern- 
nient3. The great mass of mankind 
had always been alaves. A few men of 
every nation had claimed a divine 
right to rule the people. Man Is too 
base to be trusted with unlimited pow- 
er. The idea was everywhere ])romul- 
!:aled that only Ijy hings could govern- 
nu'ii: lie a(lniini.-;teiTd, The t;reat mass 
of the people believed that to be true, 
«nd while they groaned under their 
burdens and longed for deliverance 
they saw no hope of relief. Sporadic ef- 
forts had been made along the ages to 
establish goval-nments of the people, 
but these efforts had failed. Athens 
luui Itoiue irieil It, hut tyranny tri- 
umphed. Thcnigh great minds still 
dreamed of such a gonden age. hope 
had almost died and despair over- 
shadowed the world. At length Ood 
seemed to have been touohed by man's 
pitiable condition and hopleless state, 
and America was chosen by Him in 
which to nuike a final effort. Ily a 
strange and Inscrutable method He 
planted in America a class of men 
from different countries of Europe In 
whose hearts there burned the flres nf 
freedom, and from this planting 
sprang the tree of liberty that today 
casts its shadow over the habitable 
globe. By other strange and inscrUt- 



children, who maintained It with great 
success. Their success filled the world 

with hope. All the civilized nations 
looked on with ihtense concern. Pil- 
grims from ail lands came to see It 
the reports they had heard were true, 
and their unanimous conclusion was, 
the half had iml been told.'

"The sons of the soldiers of both the 
I'nion and (^tMlerate armies have 
followed the stars anfl" stripes through 
two successful wars, with unciue.sl ion- 
ed loyalty, and have tilled the world 
with admiration for the American sol- 
dier, A pardox of the Civil War Is 
that the vanquished are more blessed 
than the victors. While that war re- 
sulted in the fredon of ithree million 
Africans It at the same time set at \\b- 
erty ten millions of Americans. The 
destruction of African slavery was the 
greatest boon that ever came to the 
South. Since freedom, she has trans- 
formed a land of desolation and ruin 
Into a land of great proaperlty. Instead 
of the few receiving the bounty of na- 
ture her gifts are distributed to all. 
Free schools have disseminated learn- 
ing alike to all, and the sun shines on 
no more contented and happy people. 
Her colleges and universities, swept 
away by the war, are being rebuilt to 
meet all the demands of a great peo- 
ple. 

"But the greatest benefits of the 
Civil War have gone to the great world 
beyond. Taking heart from the deci- 
sions of this war the friends of free 
government throiujhout the world have 
renewed the struggle with a hope and 
an Intensity unfelt before.
